Thoro is no 
war now, and .1 trust never will bo in 
ourlito-tuno in this country, and I am in 
favor of oalliup; him Waltor, that tho 
old family name may bo retained among 
tin. Twenty-two years from that lime 
Waltor tiudo his widowed mother i'aro- 
woll to join tho army for tho dtifoimo of 
tlio Union and tho homo of his child- 
hood.

East Eldorado street. Notwithstanding 
the fierce storm, which would naturally 
have canned a postponement in many 
case*, quite a number were gathered to 
hoar the gentleman whoso reputation M 
an earnest speaker, of great personal 
magnetism— rests ou tho basis ot actual 
merit. Tho lecture opened with an intro- 
duction ou tho dignity and sanctity ot 
labor. Ho eloquently set forth tho grand 
example of tho Carpenter of Bethlehem. 
lie showed how tho Creator Himself, still 
works from day to day. 


Tbo typo then for every laboring man 


to follow is Divinity itself. Tho speaker 
then proceeded somewhat after tbo fol- 
lowing manner. 


Since tho calling oC tho laborer is grac- 


ed with tho diguity of such association 
aud such u pattern, what nre tho practi- 
cal thoughts which every laboring man 
should bear in mind it he would be suc- 
cessful? 


Iu the first place ho must have the 


spirit ot industry. His labor must bo in- 
telligent labor, his labor must be con- 
scientious, miiot bo diligout. Men must 
fix their aims high and they must perse- 
vere. Instances wero given ot groat Eng- 
lish men who had risen to positions ot 
great omiucnooin state and church, iti 
art nnd science, from very obscure paths 
of life, Tho speaker eloquently exhorted 
men to 
bo 
honorably 
ambitious— to 


patiently strive for the higher aims, to 
Hiitiufy tho noblest part of their nature. 
But industry is not enough; industry may 
obtain position for UH, but something clue 
is necessary to mako our foundation 
secure — and 
that is — economy. 
Men 


itiiru oue dollar and too often upend n 
dollar nnd a-hitlf. They must learn that 
tho secret of success is to snvo, save somo- 
thing no matter how small, Few hnvo 
meaiiH so limited that they can not HIIVO 
at least twenty-five or fifty cento n week, 
and this with compound intercut amount* 
to a large sum in a short time. In this 
country of ours, whore menus lie nt tho 
hand of every man, thoro is no reason 
why every laborer should not own his 
house. The rent which n man pays in a 
few years, if judiciously invested will pay 
for his home. His house can then belong 
to him, When hard times come he lian 
no anxiety on that ecoro. No fearful 
dread ot (ejection haunU him. Tho root 
over his head iu his own, What than 
rttunils between us mid economy? Eoou- 
'omy is a preventive ot orimo, It is tho 
Ijqvurty of rccklcHnncss that propngate* 
crime, what then hinders our thrift? Ho- 
view your expenditures und see what it 
is, no mutter if it be wrong or right, no 
matter it the Biblo condemns it not, no 
matter if tho church condemns il not, 
cast it out, throw it away. 
You can't 


all'ord to trilto with anything so serious 
in ilii results.

Wo saw Bomo Indians, and tho Chief 
of the Crook Nation, many Indian 
ponies, Indian mounda, and ate sup- 
per at an Indian village. 


Arriving at Dallas, Texas, we stop- 


ped several houra at tho Windsor 
Hotel, visited the new stono court 
house, and climbed to the top for a 
view of the city and the Trinidad 
river. Tue view of the surrounding 
vicinity is charming, and one wo will 
long 
remember. 
The climate of 


Texas in delightful; the air waa warm, 
balmy and dry. 
Tho streets wero 


dusty, and tho street sprinklars were 
in constant uso. 
"VVe naw roses and 


other flowoi'B in bloom in people's 
yards, and frugraut fresh bouquets 
of violets for sale in the stores; and 
we alao had fresh vegetables, lettuce 
and fruit for our dinnor at tho Wind- 
sor. Dallas is a flourishing city of 
20,000 inhabitants; has wide streets, 
lino drives, many villa residences 
built of stone, several largo parks 
containing many semi-tropical plants 
and trooa, u largo Htone opera house, 
ut which 
Mr. 0. S. Fowler, the 


Phrenologist, lootured the evening 
wo wore thoro; several good hotels, 
three 
or 
four daily newspapers, 


schools, churches, convents, several 
linos of street cars, largo lair grounds, 
nico track, and tha whole city is 
lighted 
beautifully 
with 
electric 


lights. We wero particularly pleas 
od with JDnllati, and especially the 
affability 
aud politeness of all wo 


mtit hore, and tho elegance of the 
ladioB wo flaw hero; also the number 
ot lino looking horses. 


At six the next morning wo resum- 


ed our journey, stopping for dinner 
nt Marshall, Texni, which is also a 
very pretty place. 


At Shrovoport, La., wo saw the 


cemetery and the swamp lakes in tho 
vicinity of tho town, which wero 
undoubtedly the principal cause of 
tho fearfully fatal epidemic of yellow 
fovor which devastated the placo in 
1873., It was nt this place, if I am 
not mistaken, that during the lato 
war General Banks fought a battle 
and won a victory. 


Coming through 
Louisiana we 


saw many fine old sugar plantations 
and orange groves; also rice and 
cotton fields. At Baton Kouge Junc- 
tion, an old negro was qupstioned 
about 
tho affairs f;onorslly of the 


country, and he did not know who 
was tho President of the United 
States, and when told, asked if he 
was n good President, to which the 
answer waa yes, He said he didn't 
know who ho voted for, but since 
his old massa was dead ho had 
bought eleven acres of sugar cane 
land, but could neither read or write. 
Ho smoked a pipe and seemed con- 
tented. 
When asked what were tho 


politics of the place, scratched his 
hoad and said they didn't deal much 
in that, but mostly in sugar mills 
and cotton presses. The remark score- 
od sensible to mo. 
He owned a 


wooden hotel at tho station, consist- 
ing of ono room, one story high, up 
ou stilts, aud a front porch and 
wooden pier extending out to the 
raliroad platform. We saw several 
barefooted little picaninnies running 
about, and when he aaked why we 
hadn't stopped at his hotel, we told 
him tho next time we visited the 
placo we would be sure to patronize 
him; but I think we will probably 
never return that way. 
We reached 


New Orleans and crossed-the river at 
two o'clock in tho afternoon by the 
train being transferred over by boat. 
And after bidding farewell to Ics 
anus cfu voyage, with whom we had 
spent five very agreeable days and 
formed friendships which we at least 
hope may never be forgotten, 
we 


came to the City Hotel. We will re- 
main at this hotel until Sunday 
morning, March Oth, when we will 
sail in the steamer "City of Mexico" 
for Yera Cruz.
